Not many decades age the prole¬ 
tariat was so low that there were 
even BoclalUta tlmt expected the worst 
resuUa for culture from the cdnqoost 
of the proletariat. In 1860 Rodbertus 
wrote; "The most threatening''dan¬ 
ger at present is that we shall ha\*e 
a new barbarian invasion, this time 
coming froto the Interior of cociety 
Itsalf to lay waste eostom, civilization 
and wealth** 

At the same *t1me 'Relnrich Heine 
declared that the future belpnged to 
the commtinisL "This oonfesslbiL 
IhA the future belongs to the com¬ 
munist, 1 milk# In sorrow and great¬ 
est anxlAy. This Is In no way a de- 
lusioB. In i:act. It la only with fsa^ 
and ahuddoi^g that I think of the 
epoch when' these dark lobnoclasts 
jome to power; with their carlotia 
hands they ’trill destroy all the mar¬ 
ble statues of beauty. Me." 

Undeniably It has now become 
wholly different. It Is not bv the pro-^

ner.

It Is partially owfng tu the cllsap- 
pvaraooa of ihls fear that sympathy 
with the proletariat and with Social- 
Ism Is on the Increase among the 
bourge^ intellectuals.

class consciousness. Certain divisions 
of them have a peculiar caste con- 
actousnesa. very often u blindness of 
caste, but the interests r>f each one of 
these divisions is too peculiar for any 
common class consclouaness to de¬ 
velop. Its members unite with vari¬ 
ous classes and parties and furnish 
the intellectual fighters for each. One 
portion defends the Interests of the 
ruling class for whom many of the 
Intellectuals serve profe8;)lonally. Oth¬ 
ers have championed the cause of the 
proletariat. The majority, however, 
have up to the pr«^nt time remained 
entangled in the little bourgeois cir¬ 
cles of thought. This Is not alone be¬ 
cause many of them sprung from this 
class, but also because their social po¬ 
sition as "mlddfle class" Is like that of 
the small bourgeois, n midway post-

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tlon between the proletariat and the 
ruling class. 

It is In these divisions of the intel¬ 
lectuals, as remarked above, that a 
continually Increasing sympathy for 
the proletariat Is evident. Because 
they have no especial class Interest, 
and are most accessible through their 
professional, scientific point of view, 
they are easiest won for our party 
through 8rl?n*lfic conslderutlona The 
theoretical bankruptcy of bourgeois 
economics, and the theoretical supe¬ 
riority of Socialism miii^t become clear 
to them. Through tVils they must 
continually discover that the other so¬ 
cial clusseM continuoualy strive to still 
further del'ose art and science. Many 
others ar^ Anally Impressed by the 
fact of tho Irresistible advance of the 
Social-Democracy. esi'Cclally when 
they compare this with (he continu¬ 
ous deterioration of Liberalism. St> 
It Is that friendship for-Iaoor becomes 
populai among the cultured class, un¬ 
til ihcro Is scarcely a parlor In which 
one does not stumble over one or 
more "Socialists." ^ 

If these circles of the cultured class 
were s>*nonymous with the bourgeois. 
t!»cn to be sure we wc>alU have won 
the game, and o social revolution 
would be superAunua With this class 
it is easv lo discuss things and from 
them a quiet gradual development 
win meet no forcible hindrance. 

Unfortunately, however, they afe 
only a portion of the .‘'‘unreois. 
though, to l>e sure, just those who 
speak and write in the name of the 
bourgeois but not thane who deter¬ 
mine their acta And men as well as 
classes must be judged, not by their 
words, but by their de*?ds. 

It must also be remembered that It 
is the Ipast effe.Mlvc figltters and least 
combatN’e portion of the bourgeois In 
which sympathy for Ihi. proletariat Is 
developing. 

Heretofore, while Hoclallsm was 
branded n.'nong all cultured clasps as 
criminal or insane, capitalist elements 
could only be brought Into the Social¬ 
ist movement by a complete break 
with the whole capUallM world. Who¬ 
ever came into the Socialist Htove- 
ment at that time from the capitslist 
elements had need pf great energy, 
revolutionary passion, and strong pro¬ 
letarian convictions. It was just this 
element which ordinarily constituted 
the mo«t radical and re^’oiutionary 
wing of the Boclallst mov ment. 

It -Is wholly different today, when 
Sociatlam has become a fad. It no 
longer demands dny erp^lul. energy, 
and no ^reak with capitalist society 
9b assOme the name of Socialist. It 
then that more and 


more these new Socialists remain en¬ 
tangled in their previous manner of 
thought and feeling. 

The fighting tactics of tho Intelleet- 
nals are bt any rate wholly dinorent 
from those of the proletariat. To 
wealth and pO'S'er of arms the latter 
opposes Its overwhelming numbers 
and Its thorolJgh organization. Thu 
intellectuals are an ever diminishing 
minority with no class orgaotzatlon 
whatever. Their ot*iy weapon Is ner- 
Ruaslon through speaking and writ¬ 
ing. the battle with "Intellect ual 
weapons" and y*mnral superiority." 
and these "parlor Socialists'’ would 
settle the proletarian class struggle 
also with these wenprns. They decluru 
ib-mselves ready to grant the prole¬ 
tariat their moral support, but only 
condition that# it renounces thu 
Idea of the application of force, and 
this not simply where force Is hope¬ 
less—there the proletariat ha-salroady 
renoQDced ll^-but also In those places 
w*here U Is still full of possibilitb-s. 
Accordingly they seek to throw cUa- 
credit on tho idea of revolution, und 
to represent U as a useless means 
They seek to separate off a social re¬ 
form wing from the rcNolullunury 
proletariat, and they thereby d'\ido 
and weaken the proletariat.

What the 
practical outcome may be In the case 
of woman auffrage, no ona can fora- 
Ull; what It waa in the caea of the 
Chartlsta is history. In eooaequonce 
of the Crimea of the phyalcal-force 
faction of Chartists, the whole Chart¬ 
ist movement waa dlecredUed. After 
a period of hjrateiical crime on one 
aide, mlataken for political agitation, 
and of hyetcrlcal peoatisatlona on ftie 
other, mietaken for laW and order, 
the whole Chartist movement col¬ 
lapsed, and for a generation the cause 
of manhood suffrage in Great Britain 
was a dead cause. A quarter of a cen¬ 
tury later ft revived, but under peace¬ 
able fostering and sane leaderahlp. 
Since that time It has been ateadity 
advancTng. through constitutional de¬ 
velopment. unt*‘* the ministry In power 
in parliament is charged by the con¬ 
stituencies with the political duty of 
perfecting It. Thi t duty lu repre¬ 
sented by the policy of “one-man- 
one-vote.'’ on which the present ml**' 
Istry t» unanimous (with half the mln-i 
Istry favorable to adult suffrage ra- 
gardlena of sex — “one-citlsen-one- 
vote*'): but curioualy enough, the one 
hostile influence, besides the house of 
lords and the Tory party, is the In¬ 
fluence of the physical-force faction 
of woman suffragists. This Is the kind 
of Influence which, eysrted In pre¬ 
cisely the same way some 70 years 
ago by phytical-force Chartists, 
ruined the wt\qle Chartist cause and 
put ItB vigorous movement for tnan- 
hood suffrage In Great Britain to sleep 
for a generation.—The public. 


Finland’s Power. 

Finland hog been called *'a land of 
achoolo.'* Twenty years ago the coun¬ 
try *had twei^ty three per cent of lu 
population under tuition. Uleaborg, 
In the north which is Ipcally collod 
Oulu, hod seven schools for the upper 
and middle classes, and flve for the 
children of the poor. It is in relat'.on 
to a school for the poor that. H^nry do 
Wlndt tells the following story in his 
book on Finland:

The traveler expressed sur¬ 
prise that Finland was permitted by 
Russia to retain her currency. 

“Russia dare not take It from uo.” 
was the schoolmoster'a reply. 

“Dare not! Why, you could not fight 
Russia!" 

“Oh. yes, we could! We make guns, 
and very big guns, here In Oulu. Wc 
have an Important foundry. Do you 
care to sec it?*' 

The Englishman follow*ed his host 
with surprlatid curiosity until iney 
came to the gates of a large brick 
building, from which were emerging 
a troop of merry children. 

“There, sir." said the Finn, pointing 
to the so-called arsenal, which w’ne in 
reality one of the largest schools, 
“there is our foundry, and there are 
our guns, at present on their way 
home to dinner. The weapons of my 
country, sir, are progress, civilisation, 
and humanity, and let me tell you 
that In the end they will surely gain 
the victory over the Jeadlleat engines 
of destruction ever forged at Kron¬ 
stadt.*'—Tld Bits.

When President Lincoln, accom¬ 
panied by Secretary Seward, met a 
commission from the contedsracy on 
a gunboat In Hampton Roads during 
the civil WOT for the purpose of nnak-

conceding, cited by way of precedent, 
a conoeaai>u made to the Cromwel¬ 
lian rebels by Charles I. “When it 
comes to history," Lincoln replied, 
“you’ll have to u'k with Seward: be 
Is posted on history and I am not. 
But didn't Charles lose his head?" A 
somewhat similar retort might be 
made to those physlcal-forc suffra- 
girts of Great Britain who cite as 
precedents for their lawlessness the 
criminal conduct of the physical-force 
Chartists three-quarters of a century 
ago In the campaign of that time for 
manhood suffrage. Did the Chartists 
get It? It may easily be said, to be 
sura, that the Chartists started the 
agitation which hoa given to English 
rren a large measure of suffrage but 
it wouldn’t be easy to prove It. when 
the Chartists demanded manhood suf¬ 
frage os far back os the 'SO's and '40*8 
of tha last century, they might have 
got It but for one thing; and that is 
the very kind of thing that la .doing 
more than anything else to head off 
woman suffrage now—phyoiool-force 
tactics of a period when physical force 
In politics is a “bock number." Al¬ 
though It wasn't os decidedly a “back 
number” seventy-odd years ago os it 
Is now, It was enough of a “back num¬ 
ber^' even then to destroy utterly one 
of the soundest and strongest of 
democratic movementa : 

'The parallel between the Chartist ^ 
movement of nearly a century ago for 
manhood auffrage and other desirable 
democratic reforms in Great Trltaln. 
and the movement of the present day 
In .that country for woman suffrage, 
is sur^irtslngly close To draw this 
parallel at all points Is probably not 
worth while; but In %iew of the ref¬ 
erences to It that militant suffragists 
are making, there Is one point at 
which It may be studied possibly to 
advantage.

The "system" again showed its 
ruthless Insistence on profits when 
over too beamsters and vat men atthc 
plant of the N. R. Allen A Sons com- 
rany. Kenosha, one of thn largest tan¬ 
nery concerns In the country, walked 
out due to ths-Importation of eastern 
"experts" whose purjiose was to force 
additional work on the men at the 
same wage scale as previously re¬ 
ceived. 

The company, which sold out to the 
leather trust, has always been known 
to be antagonistic to organization, and 
controlled the conditions of Its work¬ 
ers because of the elimination of 
unionlam In Its plants. 

In order to make getting togethor 
difficult, the company used every ef¬ 
fort 'to mix tho various nationalities 
so at not to give any one nationality 
strength In making demands. This 
filled, as they did combine and 
showed determination to receive just 
wages. The men wanted an In¬ 
crease from 111.50 to 114, with a 
three-year contract. It was under¬ 
stood that the company would con¬ 
cede the increase In certain depart¬ 
ments In order to eliminate anyi fur¬ 
ther trouble of the thousand or more 
employes working, but opposed a 
three-year contract. Tbe men went 
back to work Wednesday afternoon 
and Thursday morning.

A National plan for the orga'^lza- 
tlon of the young pcop’e <>f the U ilted 
States Into (he Hoctallst movemert will 
be aubmltted to the national com¬ 
mittee. U Is as follows: 

"1—The national committee shall 
Instruc the national executive com¬ 
mittee to appoint a-temporary gen¬ 
eral secretary of the Young People's 
8oclall..t leagues, who shall hold office 
till June 1. 1914. 

"2—Hla successor shall be sleeted 
by the members of the Young Peo¬ 
ple's Socialist league, the election to 
be held In .Vprll of each year. 

"•—The general secretary shall be 
located at the national headquarters 
of the party. 

"4—‘Hls salary ahkil be paid by the 
party, the amount to be fixed by the 
national executive comrfiltise. 

"5—The general secretary shall 
have charge of organlMtlon and prop¬ 
aganda among young people, subject 
to the approval uf the administrative 
committee. 

"6—The admintstratlvs committee 
shall consist of five members, two to 
be selected by the national commit¬ 
tee and three by the Young People's 
Socialist league. They shall hold of¬ 
fice for one year. 

"7—The committee for the first year 
shall be selected by the national com¬ 
mittee, three members of which must 
be members of the Young People’s 
Socialist leag-asa. 

"8—All officials of the Young Peo- 
ple'e Socialist league must be mem¬ 
bers of t:ie Socialist party for at least 
two yeara" 

This program provides for ths 
financing of tbs organisation of the 
notional young peoj^e's movement by 
the Boclaliat party. Once the national 
organlation Is strong enough to sup¬ 
port Itself It takes new powers upon 
Itself. 

It Is planned to urge a national per 
capita.' -tax of only 1 cent per month 
per member to the national organiza¬ 
tion. This will brings the various 
young people's leagues scattered over 
the country In direct touch with the 
nattonal office at tbe same time leav¬ 
ing nearly all of tbe ftrrda with the 
local for local work. 

Another problem will be that of 
whether U la advisable to force all 
members of the Toung People's 8o- 
cttllat leagues Into the Socialist party 
aa they come of age. One argument 
against this la that girls readily join 
the T. P. a. L. branches, whereas 
there might be strenuous objections 
U thalr iolnlng the fioclatlat party.
